The IDF barred journalists from 
entering the West Bank from Jeru- 
salem on Friday, and banned the 
media from extensive parts of the 
region for the first time since the 
unrest in the territories began nearly 
. three months ago. Hebron and sur- 
y rounding areas remained closed to 
reporters yesterday. 

Despite the ban — which the army 
said was imposed to prevent protests 
provoked by television cameras ~ 
riots erupted in several locations 
over the weekend, four Palestinians 


showed: reporters written orders 
signed by area commanders closing 
the areas to the media. Similar road- 
blocks prevented access to the He- 
bron area yesterday: though other 
areas were reported open. 

An IDF spokeswoman said Nab- 
lus, Ramatlah and Hebron were 
closed to the media on Friday fol- 
lowing reports that extensive rioting 
could be expected when crowds left 
mosques after services. She said Ra- 
mallah and Nablus were reopened in 
the afternoon after the areas were

Magen David Adom employees 
are working at full schedule today, 
after a strike was averted Friday af- 
temoon when the MDA managed to 
pay salaries by mortgaging proper- 
ties and taking bank loans. But 
MDA still owes money to the in- 
come tax authorites, the National 
Insurance Institute and suppliers 
which it cannot pay because the 
Treasury hi μας attached 


The- t6tHe ‘attgch- 
ment of MDA's hg accounts is a 
report by former Treasury director- 
general Nissim Baruch, who was ap- 

pointed by Finance Minister Nissim 
ind Health Minister Arbeli-Almos- 
lino last June to investigate MDA’s 
finances, 

Both ministers and MDA agreed 
to implement his recommendations. 
But when MDA saw the report — 
which recommended closing six 
branches of the first-aid and blood- 
supply organization and. 22 sub-sta- 
tions — it backed away. claiming that 
the “Treasury is trying to destroy us 
and will endanger the public.” 

In response the Treasury last 
week attached NIS 9 million of 
MDA funds. The Health Ministry, 
which also opposes Baruch's report, 
and the Treasury, which favours im- 
plementing it, were unable on Fri- 
day to reach a compromise, and the 
Finance Ministry did not cancel the 
attachment of funds. 

The workers voted to observe a 
Shabbat schedule and called a gen- 
eral strike for today. Both actions 
were called off after MDA took 
bank loans to pay salaries on Friday 
afternoon, some three hours after 
workers began their slowdown. 

The MDA spokesman said last 
night that wages comprise only 60 
per cent of MDA’s expenses, and 
that no more money is available. 

“Meanwhile, government doctors 
are continuing their sanctions to 
protest against the Treasury's fail- 
ure to pay them the same overtime 
for second shifts as promised to their 
counterparts in the Histadrut health 
fund. Today and tomorrow, the car- 
diology department at Ichilov Hos- 
pital in Tel Aviv, the operating 
rooms at Rokah Hospital in Tel 
Aviv, and the X-ray and isotope in- 
stitutes in Holon’s Wolfson Hospital 
will be closed, except for emergen- 
cles. 

“The anesthesiologists, who have 
been applying sanctions for the last 
six months, will allow only emergen- 
cy operations at Wolfson, Hasharon 
in Petah Tikva, Barzilai in Ashkelon 
ane Hadassah-Ein Karem in Jerusa- 
lem.

The memo was made erat last 
month, prompting Foreign Minister 
Peres to vigorously deny that he 
ever considered accepting any pay- 
ments to the Labour Party as part of 
the pipeline deal. 

Rappaport is expected to supple- 
ment his initial statements with 
swom testimony. Sources told The 
Washington Post that Rappaport de- 

nied any wrongdoing and seemed to 
blame Bechtel, the giant San Fran- 
cisco firm which was to build the 
pipeline, for the project's failure. 

Rappaport told the investigators 
he thought a letter from Peres pro- 
viding guarantees against Israeli at- 
tacks on the pipeline would be sufii- 
cient. On the evening of February 
24, 1985, Peres, who received Rap- 
paport at home, was asked to sign 
such a letter drafted by Bechtel.

Akim is actively invoived in sup- 
porting the rights of the retarded, 
and in that sense serves all 12,000 
retarded Israelis. Five or six hun- 
dred receive more direct services, 
ranging from pre-school education 
and parent counselling to accommo- 
dation in hostels and apartments for 
retarded adults, job placement, so- 
cial clubs and more.

Areas unrest creates labour shortage 
Doubts about importing labour

The question of whether or not to 
bring foreign workers into the coun- 
try to replace Arab workers from 
the territories who have been stay- 
ing way from their jobs in the three 
months since the disturbances there 
began is vexing local employment 
agencies. 

The ORS agency, which has re~ 
cently beguo bringing Brazilian 
workers uinto the country to com- 
plement its traditional reliance on 
imported Portuguese labour, 
claimed this week that the Israeli 
economy urgently needed 4,000 ad- 
ditional foreign workers. A survey 
conducted for the urgency also 
found there would be a need later 


on for a further 3,000 workers from 
abroad. 

But not all the employment 
agencies favour bring in more la- 
bour. Ron Goldman, marketing 
manager for the Hever employment . 
agency, warmed last week that im- 
porting foreign workers would cre- 
ate longterm trouble for Israel. 
“The-problems that [West] Germa- 
ny faces following its importation of 
guest workers will be nothing com- 
pared to what would happen here if 
we brought in thousands of foreign 
workers,” he said. 

The Labour Ministry currently 
permits up to 3,000 foreign workers 
in the country at any given time, 
although an additional 6,000 work- 
ers are estimated to be working here 


iegally as well. The Labour Minis- 
try’s policy is not to authorize bring- 
ing in foreign labour.on a massive 
scale, although Labour Minister 
Moshe Katsav did approve permits 
for 300 foreign workers at the begin- 
ning of last week. 

Katsav said the best way to over- 
come the tabour shortages caused by 
the unrest in the territories was to 
enco , unemployed Israelis to 
take any job offered them. The min- 
ister also suggested loosening the 
restrictions on staying overnight in 
Israel for West Bank and Gaza Strip 
workers. If the workers were al- 
lowed to stay overnight near their 
place of work, Katsav said, then 
they would have no problems turn- 
ing up the next day.

U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz 
accomplished what he set out to do during his swing thro:

region. That was to put in place a formula for launching 


negotiations that none of the parties could conveniently reject. 

This does not mean, of course, that negotiations are already 
a certainty. The PLO must still remove its obstacles to euable 
Palestinians to join with Jordan in a joint delegation. King 
Hussein must still persuade himself that neither the PLO nor 
Israel will put him in an invidious position. Syria must still 
decide not to again play the role of spoilér. And above all, 
Prime Minister Shamir must still determine whether he can 
agree to negotiations without losing his political identity. 

The chief sticking point for the premier remains the interna- 
tional conference, under whose auspices negotiations would 
begin. He has for the past year sought to portray the idea of 
such a conference, which was originally agreed upon between 
Foreign Minister Peres, Hussein and Egyptian President Mu- 
barak, as a sell-out of all Israel’s negotiating assets. Ironically, 
he was able to invoke George Shultz’s name in support of his 
view. For the Secretary of State was not inclined to grant the 
Soviet Union a role in peace-making, fearing it would only 
seek to make mischief in its own interests. 

But now, with a new sense of urgency and perhaps with 
more confidence in Mr. Gorbachev's intentions or distrac- 
tions, Mr. Shultz has obviously decided that the Soviets can be 

‘ induced to be more cooperative, or, failing that, neutralized. 

This U.S. switch leaves Mr. Shamir exposed. He cannot, 
even if he were so inclined, easily undo his own previous 
statements, defy his followers, or abdicate ground to his Herut 
antagonists, Mr. Levy and Mr. Sharon. But neither can he 
easily defy Mr. Shultz and the President of the U.S. on what 
Temains, a matter of procedure.

For the status 
quo, the only alternative to the U.S. initiative, is no longer the 
comfortable electoral platform it was before the uprising in the 


territories. 


Fortunately, there is also a time limit on Mr. Shamir’s 
quandary. Mr. Shultz has requested replies in less than a 
fortnight. And Mr. Shamir is then scheduled to visit Washing- 
ton. It is inconceivable that he can go to the White House 
merely to rebuff President Reagan and his Secretary of State. 

The premier has little choice but to seek a lateral solution: 
assenting to a conference that somehow looks different from 
the formulae he and his party rejected in the past. Barring that 
he must give up his visit to the U.S. and dig into the stdtus quo 
as his rallying cry for party and country. Unless, of course, the 
Arab side, as so often in the past, digs into its own orthodoxies 


and gets him off the hook. 


Mr. Shamir’s predicament is not enviable. But it is of his 


own maki 


. Had he accepted the conference idea when it was 


first off he and the country would have had more room for 
maneuver. There would have been no uprising in the territo- 
ties, no quickening of PLO confidence, no hostile world 
opinion, no American impatience. 

True, it would have meant joining rather than scorning Mr. 
Peres. But even Mr. Shamir cannot now believe his intransi- 


gence achieved a better

Some 
urged that Shamir cancel or post- 
pone his trip; others urged:the con- 
vening of the party's Central Com- 
mittee to inform members what was 
going on, and otliers called for Per- 
es’s dismissal. 


Milo blasted Peres for spreading 
“disinformation” about the Shultz 
plan. Shamir and Shultz had decided 
that until Shultz returns to the U.S., 
0 comments would be made, Milo 
said, but the vice premier had begun 
commenting and giving interviews 
in violation of the agreement. 


“There is a paragraph’ in Shultz’s 
paper about the plan being one 
piece, to be taken in its entirety, but 
it does not say that it cannot contin- 
ue being discussed until it is finally 
formulated. In its present format, 
the plan does not stand a chance. 
Even Peres would not want to bring 
it to the cabinet at this point, be- 
cause it will be rejected,” Milo said. 

Milo said that the background to 
Shultz’s initiative was then-prime 


‘ minister Peres’s agreement with Jor- 


dan's King Hussein two years ago, 
made without the government's 
consent. The difficulty now is to 
start negotiating from the begin- 
ning, when Shultz takes Peres’s 
agreement with Husseia as a basis, 
he said. ᾿ 


Milo said that early elections are 
inevitable and that the timing is fa- 
vourable for Herut. “The govern- 
ment cannot function with a foreign 
minister who is willing to sell every- 
thing faster and cheaper than the 
prime minister,” he said. 

Knesset Member Micha Reiser, 
head of Herut's organization divi- 
sion, urged that the party’s Central 
Committee be convened before 
Shamir leaves for Washington next 
Sunday. 

He urged that the Central Com- 
mittee elect the party's Knesset can- 
didates and announce the opening 
of the election campaign. “We're in 
a state of emergency; why must we 
wait any longer?”.

So they came up 
with the cliché that the mere pres- 
ence of the crew and camera was 
enough to make star-struck Arabs of 
both sexes and all ages, anxious to’ 
see themselves on the box, take to 
the streets, stones in hand, even at 
the risk of being killed or maimed or 
imprisoned. - 

None of the critics using these 
stereotyped arguments gave even a 
hint of what they thought the real 
news was. They accused foreign TV 


.crews of presenting biased reports, 


which did not present Israel’s case 
about what it was doing, and why, in 
suppressing the revolt. But nobody 
bothered to. explain what exactly 
that case was. P 


THEN CAME THE CBS incident. 
Not even the most fanatical anti-TV 
advocate can say that the two Arab 


youths had themselves tortured just - 


80 85 to get on camera, or that they 
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were bribed by CBS to be battered 
30 brutally by the Israeli soldiers. 

So now the enemies of television 
coverage of the news have adopted 2 
new line. They have launched an all- 
out frontal attack. Cabinet ministers 
Haim Corfu, Yitzhak Moda’ and 
Moshe Katsav have proposed a 
blanket prohibition against letting 
television crews enter the territories 
at all. 

We heard Prime Miuister Shamir 
saying on television last Monday 
night that be is considering such a 
ban. But it is a fair guess that this 
was just demagoguery to palliate the 
extremists in his party. He must 
know that the ban is impracticable. 

There are certainly precedents for 
such action. South Africa banned 
TV cameras, and managed thereby 
to reduce considerably what the 
world learned about South African 
anti-riot_ operations. TV cameras 
want action and, if they can’t get it, 
the subject is dropped. So the 
ment is that if we ban TV, the sol- 
diers and settlers will be free to do 
whatever they like. They can adopt 
Raful’s recipe of killing all stone- 
throwers, they can mutilate/Arabs, 
and nobody need know about it. 


This is an excellent formula for a 
totalitarian state. But it not very 
democratic. While the ban got 
South Africa off the screens, it con- 
firmed world opinion that the re- 
public is a fascist state. We would 
hardly like to have such a reputa- 
tion: And Israel, unlike South Afri- 
ca, is too weak militarily and eco- 
nomically, too dependent on 
goodwill in the Western world, par- 
ticularly the U.S., to be able to be- 
have as South Africa did. 

_ If our image continues to degen- 
erate, there is real danger of a boy- 
cott by European countries with 
which we have vital economic links; 
of Security Council action support- 
ed by American public opinion and 
so not vetoed by the U.S.;-of a 
stoppage of U.S. grants and loans. 

Getting a reputation for using to- 
talitarian measures would be far 
costlier than télevision shots. The

Sir, -- I refer to your report of 
January 31 on the London Aids 
conference, and the statements 
made by Professor Morag, in par- 
ticular the news he gave that there 
are no plans in Israel to establish 
“needle exchange™ programmes for 
intravenous drug abusers such as 
have been set up in many overseas 
countries. This decision is a grave 
mistake which will certainly cost 
both the country and many of its 
young men and women very dearly. 

Aids is a disease whose primary 
and natural mode of transmission is 
by sexual intercourse. It is however 
spread with far greater facility by a 
number of technological pathways, 
of which shared intravenous needles 
is one of the most important. Several 
of these pathways to the so-called 
low-risk heterosexual population 
have already been destroyed by 
timely action — blood transfusion and 
Factor VITI have been effectively 
removed from the list of risks. This 
leaves the drug-abusers as perhaps 
the most dangerous reservoir of in- 
fection which has the potential to 
spill over into the “normal,” “inno- 
cent” population. 

Whether one cares about the fate 
of homosexuals and drug abusers or 
not, it is surely not tenable to be 
indifferent to the fate of the majority 
of the population, including the un- 
ἼΟπι children who will be infected 
via the placenta. It is a strange and 
distorted sense of priorities which 
balks at “appearing to give legitima- 
cy” to drug abuse when the cost of 
this purity of appearance is literally 
immeasurable suffering and prema- 
ture death. A glance at the figures of 
HIV infection amongst drug users in 

‘Edinburgh, where the same attitude 
prevails, should show what it accom- 
plishes. 


Needle sharing may be a “ritual™ 
among drug abusers, but this is not 
to'say that they cannot be weaned 
from it. No plausible effort should be 
spared to retard the spread of what 
promuses to be the most devastating 
disease of modern times.

But not on the basis of pres- 
sures created by ancient blood libels 
repackaged for today’s media. The
